3ne recommended means is to 
irovide a vapor 
barrier on the 


warm side of insulation to bar pass' 
age of water vapor through the 
walls. This can be accomplished 
with a saving of time and labor 
by using a material that combines 
nsulating and vaporsealing func- 
ions. 
Ventilation on the cold side of 


nsulation, especially in the attic, 
also is recommended for control of 
nside* water vapor.

BVILD IT YOURSELF 
Extra Closet Space Problem? 


'Couples building their first Homes 
are almost sure to make some er- 
rors in planning, and a common 
one is to underestimate the neces- 
sary amount of closet or storage 
space. 


But if at' least one room in the 


house is big enough to be parti- 
tioned off to affoiU the needed 
space, this shortage can be easily 
corrected. 


PartlHons of this kind—and 


similar •, ones - that divide one 
large room into tw o smaller ones 
—in most cases will not be bear- 
ing partitions, that in they won't 
help to (support ceiling Joists. 
Hence the framing can consist of 
2x3-bich studs. 
First step is to mark on the floor 


the exact location of the "shoe" 
piece, allowing for the door, thick- 
ness of studs and wallboard.

When 
this cools, it will hold a pipe firm- 
ly as it is tightened and the pipe 
can be threaded, or a nut loosened 
from a. bolt, without difficulty. 


Two-Way Action 


The aluminum foil surface of^re- 


flective insulation works in wo 
ways to prevent the flow of heat in 
winter and summer. The foil, which 
is the cover of a thick fiber blank- 
et, is installed facing the interior 
of the building. Heat rays from the 
inside are turned back when they 
strike the reflective aluminum sur- 
face. And outside heat from the 
summer sun has trouble entering 
the building because the nature,of 
aluminum is such that it resliXs 
the radiation of heat. 


All-Purpose Chimney Is 
Vital in Newest Homes 


A chimney has 'two main' func- 


tions— (1) to create a draft to keep 
fuel burning at the proper rate, 
and 
(2) to carry away smoke, 


fumes "and unconsumed gases. 


A common fault, in chimney con- 


struction, according to the Plumb- 
ing and Heating Industries Bureau, 
is failure to coordinate flue area 
with height of chimney. A chimney 
may be high enough, yet have a 
flue area that is too small to carry 
the volume of gas fed into it.

Commerce put out a hot statistical report saying 


U. S. per capita income was $1,584 last year—an increase 
of 10 per cent over the year before. Figuring three to a 
family, it would make family income over $4,500—on the 
average. 


But then along comes Department of Labor with an- 


other statistical report saying the average city family . 
had an income of $4,300 last year, but went into debt 
$400 because it spent $4,700.

months, 9 months. 6 months, and 
now they appear 3 months apart, 
three days after any event such 
as holidays, visits to- dentists, and 
moving from one house to another. 


"I have had m a n y different 


opinions as to the cause of these 
spells, including epilepsy, too much 
liquid, too much candy, strained 
eye. decayed teeth (which have 
since been removed) and strain 
from being unable to use my right 
hand much. Many treatments have 
been tried, but the convulsions still 
persist. 


"I am never left alone at all, 


even though I do know when I 
am going to have a convulsion. 
My mother objects to my getting 
a job, because she says I couldn't 
hold one. 


"Please tell me if there is any 


possibility of recovering, and if I 
won't get better, shouldn't I be 
allowed to live a normal life' In- 
stead of being sheltered to the 
point of absurblty? I just don't feel 
right about being treated this 
way." 


This young lady has obviously 


had an awful time. Though there 
are several possible causea for 
convulsions,'the probability ia that 
she ia auffering from the moil 


common of these causes, namely, 
epilepsy. 


At any rate, it should be pos- 


sible to find out definitely by the 
use of the instrument known as 
the necephalograph, which not only 
would clinch the diagnosis, but 
would also help to show what kind 
of treatment she should have. 


It seems a shame that this young 


woman cannot be allowed to lead 
a more normal life If there is any 
way at all of bringing this about. 
PERMIT NORMAL ACTIVITIES 


The trend today is to not only 


permit, but to encourage those 
who have epilepsy" and are under 
good management, to lead reason- 
ably normal lives and take part in 
normal.activities to an increasing 
degree.

Labor Wins Union Shop 
Issue With Railroads 


WASHINGTON —(AP)— Organ- 


zed labor has won a big skirmish 
n its fight for the union shop by 
persuading. Eastern railroads to 
agree to the compulsory union 
membership provision. 


Long negotiations between the 


Eastern carriers and 17 non-opera- 
ting unions ended Friday night 
with an agreement giving the 
unions their demands. 


Spokesmen said that there were 


important 
qualifications to the 


agreement, letting some groups of 
workers out of the requirement 
that they become union members. 
The. extent of these exemptions 
was not immediately determined. 


A number of the Eastern car- 


riers already have the union shop 
agreement. They include the New 
York Central, Baltimore and Ohio, 
Reading, Lehigh Valley and Lack- 
awanna railroads. 


So this means that only a portion 


of the estimated 400.000 non-oper- 
ating employes of the Eastern car- 
riers will now come under the 
union shop proviso for the first 
time, the others having been cover- 
ed previously. 


An emergency board, namd by 


President Truman, recommended 
that all the nation's railroads ne- 
gotiate an iron-clad union shop 
agreement with all the non-oper- 
ating unions in a single set of ne- 
gotiations. 


Boy Impersonates Harry 
Truman; FBI Arrests Him 


DENVER-«V-The FBI jailed a 


16-year-old Basion, Wyo., boy Fri- 
day and charged him with "im- 
personating a federal officer—to 
wit, Harry S. Truman. 


FBI Agent George C. Burton said 


the boy, whose name was withheld 
attempted to dupe an 83-year-old 
widow of $2.000 by maling her a 
letter purporting to be from Presi- 
dent Truman. Burton said the let- 
ter was mailed from Plymouth, 
Mich., after the boy ran out of 
funds there on a hitch-hiking trip. 


1'oscs as Agent 


Previously the boy had obtained 


$200 from the widow by calling at 
her 'home and posing as an agent 
of the "U.S. Secret Ranger Serv- 
ice" who needed the money to' 
fight communism. 


The boy was bound over for trial 


in an appearance at Basion before 
U.S. Commissioner J. R. Barnwell. 
However, Burton said he may only 
face standard delinquency charges.

If space is the prob- 
lem, bunk beds furnish a compact 
answer and may free enough floor 
space for each child to have his 
own desk.. 


Every school child needs a hobby 


and study area, so provide a large 
work counter -where he can spread 
out his homework or hobby mate- 
rials, and nearby shelves to hold 
hobby collections, books and play 
equipment.

Places Burden on 


Drivers 


Growing: concern over the mount- 


Ing: traffic toll among school age 
children prompts a vigorous con- 
certed effort on the part of educa- 
tional authorities, the police and 
th* American Automobile Associa- 
tion, to alert all motorists to the 
fact that the coming school term 
will multiply the hazards. 


An urgent p!ea to cooperate with 


the authorities in combatting the 
situation is 'addressed to all who 
drive motor cars. 


Last year, the AAA reports, 


close to 3,500 boys and girls un- 
der the age of 15 years, lost their 
lives in traffic accidents. Another 
280,000 were Injured or permanent- 
ly maimed. This was 40,000 more 
than the preceding year. 


More Cars, More Pupils 


Increases in both school enroll- 


ment, which are expected to leap 
another 1,500,000 at least this year, 
and also in the number of auto- 
mobiles in operation, will intensify 
the problem during the ,coming 
school term. 


While school safety patrols are 


credited with doing a magnificent 
job of helping guard the safety of 
their school mates at assigned sta- 
tions, the ultimate responsibility 
for the welfare of the children 
rests with motor car and truck 
drivers. 


Grade school youngsters, it is* 


pointed out, are not always re- 
sponsible for their own well being, 
despite the attention that is given 
by schools to training them to pro- 
tect themselves, from traffic haz- 
ards. Children are given to the 
type of carelessness that arises 
from sheer inexperience and youth- 
ful exuberance. 


Thoughtful motorists will heed 


signs being erected 
throughout 


cities everywhere warning them of 
the approach of the new school 
terms. They will interpret 
the 


signs as reminders that it is time 
to have their cars checked for 
mechanical safety. 


Brakes should be 
in perfect 


working order. Motors should be 
tuned to respond promptly to con- 
trols. Tire treads need checking 
against danger of skidding. Wind- 
shield wipers should function per- 
fectly to insure clear vision in all 
weather. 


Ufte • Extra Caution 


And above all, motorists should 


also check their own mental atti- 
tudes and pledge to themselves, in 
advance of the opening of school, 
to use extra caution in all resi- 
dential and school areas. 


Effectiveness of the many steps 


being taken by the authorities and 
the AAA to remind motorists of the 
coming school season will depend 
on the degree with which motorists 
heed the warning messages and as- 
sume the rsponsibility of keeping 
sharp watch for young folks afoot, 
on bicycles and roller skates, and 
also in winter time, on sleds. 


Rush hour traffic, composed for 


the most part of preoccupied motor 
car drivers, is the most hazardous 
of all for children.

Right Lighting 
Is Important 
To Home Studvj 
Child Unable Sometimes to 


Explain Need 


When Junior or Sister, who nor- 


mally go about their homework 
without too much complaint, start 
balking and are unable to give a 
satisfactory reason 'for wanting to 
put it off, it's time parents looked 
into the matter of the lighting. 


So say many school authorities 


who have discovered that the unex- 
plained balkiness may be traceable 
to inadequate or improper study 
light, which invariably leads to a 
discomfort the younger children 
are unable to explain. 


The problem is really more seri- 


ous than the simple matter of 
whether they go about their home- 
work normally or not. It involves 
the 
efficiency of their 
eyesight 


which can suffer seriously if the 
situation is not corrected. 


Applies to All 


And what applies to the younger 


children is equally applicable to 
the 'teenagers, the college 
boys 


and girls and even to dad and 
mother. 


Harsh lighting that is guilty of 


too much contrast and strong glare, 
as from a bare bulb can be as 
harmful as inadequate lighting. 
Both lead to eyestrain. 


Best lighting of all'for the per- 


son who does a lot of close work 
such as reading and' studying is 
credited to lamps equipped with 
diffusing bowls under shade, and 
with the proper wattage bulbs. 


The diffusing bowls shield the 


eyes from direct glare of the light 
bulb, and send some light upward 
for general room illumination. 


Good rules for study lighting 


suggest use of .a flat top desk or 
table, about 24 inches by 46 inches, 
with a dull—not shiny—light col- 
ored top. 


Place the desk or table against 


a wall that has a. dull as distin- 
guished from a glossy surface. If 
the wall is papered it is preferable 
that the wallpaper have no dis- 
tracting figures or patterns. 


Eyes should be about 14 inches 


above the desk. Use a pillow if 
necessary for the younger children 
to make "it possible for them to sit 
up properly.
